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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to Applicant's arguments regarding the 
distinct separation of the training system and dialing system of Furman et al., the functionalities of both systems may be implementedby 
one network element and even as illustrated, both systems are contained in one service node. (Col. 4, lines 28 - 43) Also, while the 
dialing database of Furman et al. may be created automatically without customer interaction and independtly of a dilaed service code, 
the claims state ONLY that a service code is dialed and then upon receiving that code, a list of previously called parties is retrieved. As 
seen in Col. 6, line 23 - Col. 7, line 42, once the dialing system of Furman et al. is accessed via the dialing of a service code, the 
database or list of previously called parties generated by the training system is in fact accessed so that the call may be completed using 
a number gleaned from the database or list, even though the list has already been created by the training system. Applicant's argument 
that the database of Furman et al. is not created due to the service code is correct, but what Applicant is arguing re the creation of the 
previosuly called party list is not claimed . 
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
